He delegated one to “feed His whole flock.” 

Our Presbyterian editor admits that, through the voice of 
him, whom Catholics regard as Christ’s representative, “a good | 
measure of uniformity in the faith and practice of the Church is| 
secured.” Uniformity of faith is demanded by a divinely instituted | 
religion. God cannot endorse contradictories, nor even disparity 
of teaching; Christ cannot be divided (I Cor. I, 13) ; one faith fol- 
lows as a corollary from one God (Eph. IV, 5) ; there would be one 
fold and one shepherd (John X, 16). 

More truthfully than any other church can the Catholic 
Church declare with the Presbyterian confession “Christ has given 
to His Church officers, oracles, and ordinances ... . all of which | 
are either expressly set down in scripture, or by good and neces- 
sary inference may be deduced therefrom.” 

Any church with only a few centuries of existence would find 
it very difficult to prove that it received its “officers, oracles, and 
ordinanees from Christ; and its frequent changes of faith would 
be a practical refutation of any plausible theoretical argument.

Like whole wheat, the kernel of corn has a fibrous outer skin beneath 
which is a layer rich in protein and phosphorus compounds of complex char- | 
acter. This layer is called the giuten layer. Within it lies the germ. 

All these layers and the germ itself with their rich mineral compourts 
and vitamines are discarded in feeding man, although catefully preserved in 
feeding animals. Yet the laws of nutrition apply to man and beast in the 
same manner. 

Not only do these substances, discarded in our effort on 
God's handiwork, contain the vitality of the corn, they also contain its flavor, 
both of which are lost in the refining process. 

This loss makes man intrinctively turn his back on 

Certainly in war and in the reconstruction that follows war we ought to 
be just as much concerned in putting beef on the backs of our soldiers and 
workers as upon our corn-fed animals.

tives of which we have been deprived. 

The archtves of the United States Public Health Service at Washington 
are filled with records that prove this assertion 

What, then, shall we do about it if we fail to insist that all our millers of 
corn meal shall give us the whole grain, freshly ground? 

Of course, our mills should be nearby. 

Corn will keep for years unground. Only when tempered with water and 
ground long before it is needed does corn spoil is unfit for food. 
but it need not spoil. 

The trouble with the corn miller is that when he releases his demin- 
eralized, degerminated and impoverished meal he wants none of it to return 
a thousand miles to him “out of condition.” He wants it to stand on the shelf 
of the grocery store a year, if necessary, and not become rancid during the 
interval.

In my church we claim not to have one—at least not 
a written creed; but we have an unwritten one, and that is worse than 
the. other kind. We shall never agree on things, but there is room in 
the church of Jesus Christ for all, even for the Unitarians—room for 
all polity and for all people. 

“If I should talk of admitting the Roman Catholic and the Uni 
tarian and the Christian Scientist, you would say the whole fabric would 
go to pieces if they came in. But it is not the right spirit if you seek 
to exclude any. 

“As you all know, we, known as the Disciples of Christ, came into 
being with the intention of restoring the apostolic doctrine and usages. 
We intended to restore. I have preached sermons on it, but if God will’ 


forgive me, I will never do it again. You Methodists and Baptists 
claim the same thing. 
“T believe there is room in the Church of Jesus Christ for all the 


rituals, altars, creeds and beliefs of all the people, whoever they might 
be. Some of the finest Christians I have ever known were Unitarians.”
